"Pardon, your majesty, there is but 
one thing your majesty cannot do in 
this empire, and that is to lift the 
mask upon that mother’s face.” The, 
emperor thanked him for the reproof 
and passed on. leaving the mother’s 
secret Inviolate.

$366,978.71 tr.:at for lalariet and cost 
of administration and ^distribution. In 
other words, it cost $366,978 to dis¬ 
tribute $160347: or, as one commenta¬ 
tor pat it, "Yon send a check for $50, 
and $3t.2i goes to the society and 
only $18.79 to charity." It is proba¬ 
ble that only in contributions to the 
conversion of the heathen does so 
small a percentage ever get to its 
object.

T he aimuluoeott* occurrence of 
two auch appalling evaou aa 
the court of appcala deciaioo ao> 
nulling that rudimentary and moat 
inadequate workmeo'a compenaation 
law, and the daitroctioc of one h«n« 
dred and f*ft/ working clasa lives be- 
cauM of the iiiaatiable greed and 
criminal reckleasne^a of the capital* 
ista and their public ofUciats. should 
Mir the working class of this city to 
^instant and decisive action. 

The court of appeals decision ia a 
fatal blow at every effort of labor to 
improve its condition by means of the 
law-making power. It enthrones prop* 
erty above, human life for now and 
ever. Tt decreet that the workers of 
America shall never rise, not only to 
freedom, but even to the level of their 
comrades in European countries. 

And Che Triangle factory holocaust 
is the grim commentary upon the 
courts of appeals text. If there was 
a single workingman that did not 
comprehend the full import of that 
sweeping decision, the horrible com* 
mentary could not fait to enlighten 
him. Between the capitalist* and their 
official tools, tabor is being ground to 
pulp as between (he upper and the 
nether millstone. And unless the 
w'orking masses are to be reduced to 
a condition of dumb and hopeless 
despair, immediate, in^uiij and deci¬ 
sive action must be taked. 

But this action must he of a de¬ 
cisive nature. It nui!>t not confine 
I itself to (he demand for petty reforms.

in its natural condition separate 
Kelmscott House from the Thames, 
which at this point is more broad and 
stately than at any other above Lon¬ 
don. Beyond the river are the slopes 
of Surrey and the scenery, quiet and 
sweet, as seen from the windows of 
Kelmscott house, cannot be sur¬ 
passed from any other point of view 
in all the city of London. 

The poet w.is sitting in his work¬ 
room as I turned in from the street 
and himself came to the door to wel¬ 
come me.

M ost lawyer,, profiting by, and 
engaged in bolatering up the 
prevailing order, are inclined to 
look upon private property a, a mo,t 
Mcred and divine institution, and see 
no harm to demociacir-, in judicial 
uturpaiioni in it, favor and the pow¬ 
er exerciaed by our judge, of the su¬ 
preme court in annulling the will of 
the people by their interpretation of 
the constitution. They are learned 
in Blackstone, and yet Blackstone, 
though a justice of the king’s court, 
held that to set the judicial power 
above that of the legislative, as is 
done by rile power given to our su¬ 
preme court, would be subversive of 
all government, and though a noble¬ 
man. a believer in wi- .-hcrafl, a syra- 
pathiier with royalty, does net make 
such a fetich of private property as 
some of our jurists do, and docs not 
attempt to find such sanction for mon¬ 
opoly as some of our traslocrats did 
a few years ago when they claimed 
lo be the trustee, under God of the 
natural resource! of the American 
continent. Blackstone finds no such 
justification. H. says that private 
property is PROBABLY founded in 
nature, and in hi, remarks on land 
tenure he says; 

-There is nothing which so general¬ 
ly strikes the imagination and en¬ 
gages the affectioni of mankind a, 
the right of prope^y, or that sole 
and despotic dominioa which one 
man claims and exairciaea over the ex¬ 
ternal things of the world in total 
exclusion of the right ^ other 

individual in the univef^ nod yet 
there are very few tb*t will five 
themtelves the trouble to conaidet 
the original and foundation of this 
right. • • • We think it enough 
that our title is derived from the

The first glimpse of him was at a So¬ 
cialist meeting . t South Place church, 
in the heart of old London, "the city," 
a quaint and ancient temple which 
bad been abandoned as a place for 
religious worship and was for rent 
to ail applies.its. Morris was to speak, 
and the place was crowded to suffo¬ 
cation. The first sight of the poet 
was a keen disappointment. This w.-!, 
by no means the embodiment I had 
deified. I had expected a physical 
figure the perfectest in my apotbe- 
osii of the intellectual human, with 
a face composite of the n-ost ethe¬ 
real in the countenance, of such as 
Poe, Byron and Burns; fleshy enough 
for the inspiration of his voluptuous 
panting of the fair women of his 
poems, but. with the spiritual dom¬ 
inating the material—pale of com¬ 
plexion, eyes that saw beyond the 
pate of mortal vision, a halo of hair, 
an expression all fantasy, dream and 
abstraction.
